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INTRODUCTION 


This  genealogy  of  one  branch  of  the  Ferris  family  has  been  com¬ 
piled  mainly  from  correspondence,  with  the  purpose  of  preserving 
family  records. 

In  19iil  I  started  to  collect  the  records  of  the  descendants  of 
Nathaniel  Ferris,  17U6-1823,  carrying  on  where  Spencer  F.  Mead  left 
off  in  his  11  Ye  Historie  of  Greenwich”,  cn  pages  593-k • 

Knowing  nothing  of  the  descendants  of  Ann  and  John  Jay  Ferris, 
who  went  to  Ohio  from  Connecticut  in  the  early  iSOCs,  it  was  by  the 
greatest  good  fortune  in  19i±6  that  I  learned  of  Mrs.  Zorelda  G. 
Dunlap,  then  living  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  who  had  the  John  Jay  Ferris 
Bible.  She  has  supplied  all  the  data  on  the  descendants  of  Nathan¬ 
iel's  two  oldest  children.  From  Mrs.  Joel  Anderson  and  other  Stam¬ 
ford,  Connecticut  sources,  Mabel  L.  Kendrie  of  Stamford  has  contrib¬ 
uted  the  records  of  the  descendants  of  George  and  Esther,  as  well  as 
those  of  Caroline,  daughter  of  Gideon.  Laura  C.  Ferris  of  New  York 
City  has  supplied  the  descendants  of  Nathaniel  B.,  son  of  Gideon. 
Without  the  cooperation  of  these  three,  as  well  as  several  other 
cousins,  this  genealogy  could  not  have  been  compiled  and  for  their 
assistance  I  am  extremely  grateful.

JEFFREY  FERRIS^  came  to  America  about  1635  as  he  was  made  a  freeman  in  Boston 
in  that  year.  He  soon  removed  to  Wethersfield,  Ct.,  where  he  bought  It 
acres  of  land  and  built  a  house.  He  lived  there  U  years  then  moved  to 
Greenwich,  Ct,,  having  bought  land  there  from  the  Indian,  Keofferam,  before 
July  161*0.  Jeffrey  is  supposed  to  have  been  born  in  Leicestershire,  Eng¬ 
land  about  l6l0.  He  died  in  Greenwich  May  31,  1 666.  The  name  of  his  first 
wife  is  not  knovrn.  She  was  the  mother  of  all  his  children  and  died  May  31, 

1658.  He  married  2nd  in  Stamford,  Ct,,  1659,  Susannah^  widow  cf  Robert 
Lockwood. '  She  died  Dec,  23,  1660,  He  married  3rd  in  Stamford,  Judith, a.  V*  *  re 
widow  of  Henry*  Palmer.  After  Jeffrey's  death  she  married  John  Bowers  and 
died  in  1667.

Pled  in  Greenwich,  Ct.,  Nov, 6, 1726 

Before  1950  all  published  accounts  give  the  James,  b.  l6l|3,  and  the  James 
who  died  in  1726  as  the  same  person.  From  investigations  of  Harriet  Sco¬ 
field  (see  American  Genealogist,  v*  26,  pp,  230-232)  the  above  seems  more 
probable  since  John  Ferris  of  Westchester,  brother  of  James,  deeded  land 
in  1705  to  James  "son  of  my  brother  James"  and  in  the  will  of  .James  who 
died  in  1726  he  mentions  land  bought  of  "my  cousin  John  Ferris",  He  would 
not  have  been  likely  to  mention  his  brother  as  "my  cousin".  James  Ferris 
appears  in  many  Stamford  records  but  it  is  impossible  to  determine  which  is 
father  and  which  is  son.

NATHANIEL  FERRIS,  b.  Mar.  27,17^6  in  Greenwich,  Ct. ,  son  of  Sarrmal  and  Ann 
(Lockwood)  Ferris;  d.  there  A.ug.6jl823;  m.  there  Mrs.  Mary  (.Johnson) 
(Ferris)  Peck,  b.  July  23,1755,  dau.  of  Capt.  John  and  Susan  (Lockwood) 
Johnson,  and  widow  of  Joshua  Ferris  and  Thomas  Feck.  She  d.  Apr. 30, 1833 
in  Greenwich.  Nathaniel  was  a  private  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  serving 
in  Capt,  Peck’s  Co.,  Col.  John  Mead’s  Regt*  in  the  Connecticut  Line. 

About  1792  he  built  the  colonial  farm  house  in  Greenwich  which  is  new 
known  as  Keofferam  Lodge  and  stands  on  the  Jeffrey  Ferris  home  site. 

Mrs.  Anderson’s  favorite  story  of  her  great  grandfather  was  that  after 
the  birth  of  his  second  child  he  greatly  feared  that  he,  too,  would  die 
as  Mary’s  two  former  husbands  had,  after  the  birth  of  a  son  and  a  daughter 
by  each  of  them  and  that  his  mind  was  not  completely  relieved  until  they 
had  four  more  children.  Mary  was  remembered  by  her  granddaughter,  Maria 
Ferris  Keeler,  as  a  handsome,  vivacious  woman,  with  sparkling  dark  eyes, 
who  had  great  energy,  was  quick  in  her  actions,  and  kept  perfect  dicipline 
among  her  children  and  grandchildren.  After  Nathaniel’s  death  Mary  was 
considered  the  wealthiest  woman  in  Old  Greenwich  as  she  had  acquired 
large  and  prosperous  farms  from  each  of  her  three  husbands.  Their  six 
children  were  baptised  in  the  Episcopal  Church  of  Stamford,  March  23,1797.

Hendrie.  Hg  acquired  several  farms  in  the  town  of  DeWitt,  Onondaga  '  , 
County,  N.  Y. ,  on  East  Genesee  St.,  near  Syracuse,  from  his  brother-in- 
law  Daniel  Betts,  and  gave  them  to  his  sons  F.  Alonzo  and  G.  Clinton.
